No Laboratory 

"When I first bcjan to study Bot- 
any at lli6 University there was no 
LAboratory, but we worked in a 
room In the Redpatli Museum. Later, 
lion'ev«r, labs were opened on the 
top floor of the Arts Building. We 
iiad no lab-boy or other assistants, 
tiius the students v.ero forctd to do 
more for thcrascives than they are 
now. 

'•Shortly after I had been appointed 
lecturer I told Dr. Penhallow that I 
had studied Science in tht hoyie of 
getting a scientific tlieory for Evo'.u- 
lion. 1 was quite diotippoinlcj at nt 
finding this. What 1 wanted to do 
was to start a reading course on tlie 
subject, for advanced pupils. This J 
was allowed to do; so we started 
with J coding Darwin's "Origin of 
Species". Finally this developed juto 
a reading and Icci'jic course for thlr4 
and fourth yctu- «tudcnts. 

"In 1901 I became very interested 
in Mendlc's lledlscovery concerning 
Genetics which was just published.

I<aat niglit In Ihn Mncdonald Phyn- 
lea Building Cnpt. I\l. V. Bcrlyn of 
tho ■ Dumlnlon ISnglneerIng works 
gave the third oC hia Mrlea o( lec- 
tures to tho McCIIu' Light Aeroplnnn 
Cliil). The subject of liio lecture w.i» 
"Tho development of materials used 
In aeroplane con.ilrucllon," and Capl. 
Bcrlyn »poke for nearly nrl hour and 
a halt on' this very inlerestInK eub- 
Ject. 

Ho first explained that different 
materials have different points be- 
yond which tl>ey cannot bo strolclied 
or bent and still return to tliclr orig- 
inal form. He polnlcd out t'lie value 
of Voting's modulus, à matliemallcal 
quantity which Is different for every 
material, and .which Is very valuable 
In determining to what loads tho ma- 
terial can bo suljjected without dan- 
ger of permanent deforniatlon. ' As 
Capt. Berlyn said In> hia own Inlmlt- 
abl» way, "Some bright "egg ' by the 
name of Young Invenled it,' and it's 
stuck there ever since."' 

He t'.ien went on to compare tho 
various merits of tho different ma- 
terials used in aeroplane construc- 
tion. AVood, for example, altliough 
much wealcei* thaii eteel, has the ad- 
vantnso of being mucli lighter. Due 
to this fact nearly all aeroplanes 
were made of wood until quite re- 
cently, when tho .supplies of really 
good spruco nec«.. ?,i'ry began to run 
out,' bringing t'lo y ce up to that of 
duralmnjiltia ivory iajbt Hteel-alumln- 
um alloy. The lightest conceivable 
.leroplano would liavo some parts of 
wood, sonio of steel, and some of 
duralumin, but this is not done, us It 
is poor practico from an cnglncerin; 
standpoint to mix tho materials, of 
which tho aircraft ts made more than 
can be lioliMjd. Wood would be best 
for tho wing-atructurc, where its 
bulk 1» not exposed to the wind, but 
for such members as intcr-pianc 
struts dur.ilumin la far suiwrtor. The 
best material for the fusllago would 
1)0 lil$,-h-carhon slccl, but as it Is not 
liu.iccptiblo to welding, and as rivet 
Ing mal<ca too long a job, low-carbon 
stool I.s usually used. '-Tlio trouble 
la," said Capt. UerijTi, "I'.iai the 
aoroplano mnnufaoliirers don't' muko 
tho steel tubing any more than tho

I gathered from Sir Ernest that 
the Germans want to trap a furious 
electrical disturbance, induce it to 
enter a vacuum tube, and there oo 
its' worst with any poor little atoms 
that may have strayed inside. 

"It will require a tube of very 
great length," he said, "in order 
not to get a spark across."

"Wo In this country have experl- 
inentod with voltage of one to one 
and .1 half millions. In America they 
have tried up to 'J.vo niilllfns. b-a; it 
all has to bo applied to Iht vacuum 
tube, and, as I say. that will ha"e 
to be of extraordinary length. 

"It the German si^Ientists can real- 
ly nt.a'io tho potential and thi tu'oo 
to»stand th^^ strain." he summed up, 
"It will be interostins to soo if they 
can observe anything.

As the question of navies is 
handled it will be with the attitude not 
only of reduction, but of reduction and 
limitation. 

As the delegates have gone to Eng- 
land they have dcdar.ed their intentions 
of attitude and of aspiration. Each coun- 
try has made known its program of what 
it holds for its ideal. There appear to be 
snags which might cause some tripping 
along what we ' all hope to be a smooth 
running path. 

But all the work of the question of 
limitation and reduction of armaments 
must not be left to those who meet at 
periodic intervals to discuss them. It must 
be those who are left behind in the lands 
involved, who must make it their duty to 
keep alight the torch which others have 
lit. The conference will be broadcast thus 
showing that the days of secret diplomacy 
are waning. And being made public to the 
world, the world must take notice.

London Naval Conference. Some there may 
be who reading this may have heard the 
message of the King as it was broadcast 
•at early hours this morning. It is the en- 
thusiasm of such people who will give the 
arbitrators the sense of feeling that they 
liave the opinion of the public behind them 
• :in:the working out of the great enterprise 
; , which they have been called upon to do. 

Importance seems to be the under- 
tone that is permeating the whole con- 
ference. I^eading counsellors called from 
the mighty nations of the world meet in 
the Koyal Gallery of the House of Lords. 
. Their work is opened by imposing cere- 
mony and headed in welcome by the King. 
.Importance it must be, for schemes made 
now will have material effect upon us; 
who are students now but who will have 
to live to carry on the ideahs which called 
for ithe conference. 

Since the Treaty of Versailles men 
have met and schemed that tiie peace of 
the world might not be threatened again 
;but we dare to suggest that no conference 
so great has ever been called. Lessons have
